New law for off road vehicles

CHARLEVOIX — Off Road Vehicles may 
be permitted on the far right side of designated 
roadways in Charlevoix County and other 


Northern Michigan counties under a new state 


law. 

Public Acts 240 and 241 allow individual 
counties to pass an ordinance that permits and 
regulates the use of Off Road Vehicles (ORV) 
on the far right of the maintained portion of 
roads and streets at speeds not to exceed 25 
mph. 

The law also permits counties, cities, villages 
and townships to close any roads and streets de- 
sired to ORV traffic. 

The Charlevoix County Board of Commis- 
sioners reviewed the new law and the’six roads 
that the county road commission recommends 
be closed to ORVs at its Aug. 27 meeting. Com- 
missioners will meet with the county sheriff's 
office to determine any roads it may want 
closed fo ORVs before drafting an ordinance. 

The road commission’s recommended list of 
roads to be exempt are listed in a sidebar to this

The law allows up to 30 percent of the road 
tmniles to be closed to ORV travel. Currently, the 
road commission proposes to close 47.62 miles 
of roadway toORVs. _ 

In a letter from thé road’ commission to the 
county board of commissioners dated Aug. 26, 
the road commission explained that safety and 


’ liability on high speed roads are the reason for 


naming certain roads as not permitted for ORV 
use. 

“The combination of heavy vehicular traffic 
operating above the speed limit, combined with 
the slower speed of ORVs creates an unaccept- 


.able risk to both the vehicle driver and the ORV 


operator who would have limited protection and 
a subsequent high mortality rate in case of col- 
lision,” road commissioners said in the letter, 

The road commission also recommended that 
additional road miles be added to the list if 
requested by any county township board prior to 
any ORV ordinance Charlevoix County adopts. 

More : discussions will take place by the 
county commissioners before an ordinance al- 
lowing ORVs on roadways is drafted.

The 
hallmark feature of ASD is 
avoidance of similar 

{ stimulus where anxiety: 
might be activated. 
Undiagnosed ASD 
following a significant 
trauma for instance an 
automobile accident

MCBAIN — Any first-game 
jitters the Boyne City Ramblers 
may have been feeling as they lined 
up for the opening kickoff of the 
2008 high school football season 
were decisively erased in the span 
of a few seconds.

The University of Michigan football team opened 
the season against Utah last Saturday, unranked in 
the preseason coaches’ poll. In recent years, U of M 
fans have been accustomed to seeing the Wolve- 


’ rines ranked at least in the top twenty of the college 
- elite teams, if not in the top ten, or top five. 


T note this not because I expected to see the Wol- 


‘ verines get a high ranking; after all they do have a 


new coach, an untested quarterback and a new face 
at tailback; but rather because I would not have 
been surprised to see the Wolverines ranked 
whether they deserved it’or not. 

It just seems to be that every year a few teams — 
U of M, Nebraska and Notre Dame are good exam- 
ples — get an extra edge that often goes to the big- 
time, big draw, big-audience programs.

Another boost given to these teams, as well as 
others that-start-out with a high ranking,.is how 
these teams are able to absorb a loss in the first few 
weeks and still stay within reach of the top spot. It 
seems the higher the ranking, the lower the. fall after 
a stumble early in the schedule. 

I have always felt that any poll taken before 
games are actually played is, at best, a crap shoot 
and actually nothing more than a good-old- boys 
popularity contest. Granted, these polls are based 
on the opinions of coaches in the know, who should 
know best, but in the end football games are won 
with points — not opinions. 

It’s no wonder that smaller schools from the less- 
er known conferences have a much harder road to 
travel when it comes to national recognition. 

Until conference races get underway, I don’t put 
alot of stock in the polls. Too many non-conference 
games match up local teams or inter-state schools 


that result in big scores and resume building 
numbers that do nothing to gauge a team’s merit. 
The competition is not there, the intensity is not 
there and the pressure is not there to get a true meas- 
ure of any team’s true ability. 

Later in the season, other factors become in- 
volved as power rankings, strength of conference " 
and difficulty of schedule all take on meaning when 
considering a football team’s strength. Then a 
better picture will begin to take shape, just when 
each game begins to count a little more and a little 
more. 

You can bet, though, some time in the coming 
weeks that familiar chant will mean more and more 
as it starts to ring out louder and louder. “We’re 
number one...We’re Number One... WE’ RE 
NUMBER ONE!” 

Just a final note — U of M lost to Utah 25-23. For 
the Wolverines it may be a season of looking up
